MR. KURT SINGER GIVES 
INTERESTING TALK 

On Monday, December 10, Mr. 
Kurt Singer, a former counter- 
espionage agent during World 
War II, gave in 45 minutes a 
very interesting lecture on coun- 
ter-espionage, political intrigue 
and our foreign affairs today. 

Mr. Singer was a journalist 
for a Stockholm newspaper when 
he was contacted by a U. S. In- 
telligence agent. After that fate- 
ful meeting, Mr. Singer had to 
look after somebody else’s busi- 
ness besides his own. 

He then went on to tell us 
about a certain type of agent 
known as a "sitter." He said that 
these were the hardest to cope 
with because they infiltrated the 
immediate society and many 
times aren’t discovered until 
their job has been done. For ex- 
amples he mentioned the agents 
at Pearl Harbor and at Scapa 
Flow in England. 

Mr. Singer then launched into 
an attack on the disunity with- 
in our country. He said that the 
greatest trouble was that our 
military and political leaders 
don’t click together. 

He pointed out that Russia 
studies our people in order to 
find weaknesses in our state de- 
partment employees. He said 
that we are new to foreign af- 
fairs and we don’t know how to 
cope with them yet. 

Mr. Singer said that perhaps 
one of the greatest men the 
world has ever known was the 
writer of "One World,” Wendell 
Wilkie.

"THE ROAD AHEAD” 

Mr. William Skadden, an in- 
spiring speaker, visited Gould on 
Thursday, November 15, to talk 
to the students about their fu- 
ture life. He called his speech 
"The Road Ahead.” 

Mr. Skadden has travelled 
quite widely giving his mes- 
sages, and as he has done this 
he has come in contact with the 
younger people all over the 
country. He gave and answered 
the most common question ask- 
ed him by the age group of 17 
to 25 years. The first question 
is: "Whom should I marry?” Mr. 
Skadden has no set rulse by 
which to judge such a question, 
but his views are this: "When 
you find the one person you 
can spend the rest of your life 
with without wanting others, 
marry her quickly before she 
gets away." 

The second question: "What 
kind of work should I do?" M:\ 
Skadden made his opinion on 
this question very precise. First 
one must enjoy his job. Of 
course, one must think of the 
financial end of It; but no mat- 
ter how much his income might 
be, he would never be thorough- 
ly happy unless he enjoyed his 
work. In others words, don’t let 
a pay check entirely govern 
your decision. 

The third and last question: 
"Where should I live?” The 
first point established here wa3 
"There is always something 
wrong with every place. One 
must not expect to find the per- 
fect paradise. If you miss a 
place and like the people there, 
chances are that is the spot you 
ought to settle." 

Mr. Skadden went on to say 
that these questions must be 
carefully thought over, and 
when one has finally answered 
them to their own satisfaction, 
they are fairly well prepared for 
the road ahead. However, there 
are three ingredients one must 
have to be a success in the 
world . 

A sense of humor comes first. 
To have a pleasant attitude 
toward life and to be able to 
laugh at yourself is the be&t 
sense of humor one can pos- 
sess. 

Clear eyes, helping one to see 
life clearly is the second ideal. 

Lastly comes a stout heart. 
To cultivate a concern for oth- 
ers is one of the best virtues 
one may acquire.

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EDITORIAL 

THE SPIRIT OF CHRISTMAS 

When snow begins to fall in those big, fluffy flakes, 
and the bright reds and greens are seen in windows, in 
siores and on doors, our souls begin to get filled with that 
mysterious feeling known as the Christmas spirit. It just 
can’t be evaded! When you hear those sleigh bells and see 
the Christmas trees decked in colored lights, it just seems 
to creep into you. Then the next reaction is, of course, the 
urge to give forth with those familiar carols you have sung 
and heard sung since you were a tot. 

Just how did these songs come to be? A carol is some 
times denned as a hymn minus the amen. There are two 
theories as to the origin of the word. One is Diez’s believe 
that it was derived from the word chorus. The other, and 
more probable, is that its root is in the word “corolla” which 
means garland, eircle, or a ring dance. The first celebrations 
of the nativity were dances performed around the crib or 
manger representing Christ’s cradle. As time went on, the 
cradle, which had once been the center of attention, was 
discarded and the songs were sung in groups. Thus they 
came to be called carols. The German name .for them is 
Wiegenlieder and the French name is Noels. 

Such songs written for the ring dances referred usually 
to the Christmas festival. Today we associate carols entirely 
with Christmas. 

On Christmas, groups of people went about singing and 
dancing. This was the beginning of carolling. Eventually 
this custom found its way into the Christian church. 

Carols are found dated as early as the fifteenth cen- 
tury. Among these are “Joseph Was an Old Man,” “The 
Camel and the Crane,” “I Saw Three Ships Come Sailing 
In,” “The Boar’s Head Carol,” and “Hark, How All the 
Welkin Rings,” a carol by Charles Wesley, better known 
in the variation “Hark the Herald Angels Sing.” I 

The French name noel became nowell in the choruses 
of the English carols. 

In England a custom arose among the ehoir boys to go 
about oil Christmas Eve singing these carols ; these boys were 
called “waits.” 

Many years have passed since the custom began, but 
it is still part of Christmas. It is a firmly established tradi- 
tion which will continue for many more years to come and 
the ancient lines will be just as cherished as they are to us 
today. Christmas would not seem the same if “Silent Night,” 
“Joy to the World,” “The First Noel,” and “We Three 
Kings of Orient Are” did not fill the nights and linger in 
the air throughout the holiday season. In many large cities 
carols are played throughout the night on every hour on the 
bells in the cathedrals. 

People bustle along the snowy sidewalks. The green 
and red lights on the community Christmas trees sparkle and 
send shimmering shadows across the banks of snow heaped 
up by the plows. Bells jingle on packages, youngsters’ hats 
and mittens, and from the stores along the busy street. Last 
minute shoppers hasten to complete their errands. The deep 
blue sky is studded with bright yellow stars. Over all floats 
the moving music of our traditional carols. This to Ameri 
cans is Christmas. This is as it always has been. In this 
troubled year of 1951, the thought is : may it continue thus 
forever, untouched by a tyrannous hand. 


The day before Christmas is 
usually a happy time for most 
people — but to the inhabitants

TRUSTEE 


The Blue and Gold plans to 
publish a series of articles on 
the local trustees of Gould Aca- 
demy. Through these articles it 
is hoped (hat the readers will 
become better acquainted with 
the people who help to keep the 
school system running smooth- 
ly. The first of these important 
people to be interviewed was Mr. 
Paul Thurston, a Bethel resi- 
dent. Though he was born in 
Newry, Maine, on December 2, 
1887, it was in Bethel that he re- 
ceived his secondary school edu- 
cation, nine years of grammar 
school, as was the custom of 
that period, and four years of 
high school at Gould Academy, 
graduating from here in 1905. In 
1910 he graduated from Bates 
College, from which he received 
his A. B. degree. 

Perhaps a good argument for 
a college education would be a 
look at the impressionable list 
in Mr. Thurston’s present acti- 
vities. His story is truly one of 
success. He is president of both 
"he Rumford Bank and Trust 
Company and the J. A. Thurs- 
on Co., ,a dowel manufacturing 
company. Also is the vice-presi- 
dent of the Maine Turnpike Au- 
thority, a member of the execu- 
tive Committee of the Rumford 
Community Hospital, and a trus- 
ee of the Bethel Library. 

When Mr. Thurston was ask- 
ed what [improvements he 
ihought could be made at Gould 
Academy, he offered several 
suggestions: he feels that the 
manual arts course, which con- 
sists chiefly of cabinet making 
md the like, could be broaden- 
ed a great deal to include more 
carpentry, also, it might be sat- 
isfactory to have a forestry 
course at Gould which could be 
divided into classes of timber- 
land estimating, reforestation 
ind growth, and knowledge of 
logging and land surveying. 

Mr Thurston believes that the 
commercial course could be al- 
tered in order that commercial 
students could step directly from 
Gould’s portals into secretarial 
or stenographic positions without 
having to make a stop at busi- 
ness college to finish their train- 
ing. He would like to see the 
calibre of this course raised to 
such a degree that students 
.vould come to Gould from far 
and wide to obtain good train- 
ing, and businessmen would 
come to Gould to find compe- 
tent secretaries and stenograph- 
ers. However, he feels that stress 
on the college course should not 
be lessened; in fact, that course 
should rank above the others. 

To the last question asked, the 
question of what he thought 
about the future of Gould Aca- 
demy, Mr. Thurston gave this 
interesting answer: the future 
of the school depends upon tho 
loyalty of the alumni. He ex- 
plained his reply by saying that 
a Gould graduate who takes 
from Gould something beneficial 
will naturally be an excellent 
advertisement for the school. 
Mr. Thurston offered the relia- 
ble advice that how much a 
person benefits from a school is 
determined by the person him- 
self, for he gets from a place 
no more than what he puts into

As November blasts of snow 
and ice brought the climax to 
football, basketball practice was 
immediately begun.

The loss of last year’s high- 
scorer and captain, Hoby Low- 
cll, has left a big gap in Gould's 
offense.

At the beginning of the sea- 
son “Coach” called out about 
fifteen prospects who would bat- 
tle it out for varsity positions.
